Yo County Jail 


The Coftee Courty jail was 
Short three of it’s residents 
last Thursday night, after they 
overpowered jailer R. D. Dyess 
late Thursday as he was re- 
turning a trustee to the lock up 
for the night. 

The three were identified as 
Billy S, Williams, age 25, Cur- 
tis L. Sneed, age 30, and Ar- 
tis Lynn Reed, age 16. All 
were recaptured by Friday 
morning. 

According to county law off- 
icers, Sneed jumped Mr. Dyess 
as he attempted to close the 
door after returning the trustee 
to the cell for the night. Wi- 
lliams and Reed then joined 
Sneed and with their help man- 
aged to get his gun and lock 
Dyess in the cell. As they ran 
down the stairs Mrs, Dyess 
heard the noise, looked up and 
upon seeing what was happening 
she quickly called the Elba Po- 
lice for help. 

Elba Police released Jailer 
Dyess and launched a search 
for the three escapees. The 
trio ran behind the jail and fol- 
lowed (he levee to Highway 84 
bridge and crosses Pea River 
at that point. They then made 
their way (through the woods a- 
long 84) to the home of Hia- 
watha Hall’s residence at the 
intersection of 84 and High- 
way 87 (Samson Road), 

After convincing Hall that 
they had car trouble, he andhis 
three sisters agreed to take 
them to their car. Shortly 
afterwards the escapee with 
the pistol pulled it out and or- 
dered Hall to drive them where 
they had an escape car avail- 
able. 

As the car descended the hill 
to the railroad underpass it 
encountered a hastily set up 
roadblock manned by state tro- 


opers. Warning shots were 
fired over the top of the car 
and Hall grabbed the pistol, 
stopped the car and generally 
upset the plans of the trio. 
The three prisoners then fled 
into the woods with the two 
negros _ sticking together. 
Williams falling behind because 
he had trouble getting over 
the fence. 

Bloodhounds were brought in 
from Dothan and attempted to 
pick up the trail but were un- 
able to do so, 

The search continued thr- 
oughout the night and after 
day the officers discovered that 
some of the escapees had walk- 
ed the railroad to New Brock- 
ton and county officers found 
one fugitive hidden under a bed 
of sleeping children in New 
Brockton. A few minutes later 
Reed was reported by his par- 
ents to be in their home be- 
tween Elba and New Brockton. 
Shortly thereafter a guard at 
the army stage field south of 
Elba reported seeing tracks 
in the Tac 1 road. Shortly 
after that Williams was picked 
up as he emerged from 
the woods near there, 

Sneed is charged with pos- 
session of stolen property, Reed 
is charged with first degree 
burglary and Williams was in 
jail on a bad check charge.

Freshman Completes Year Of College 


) Thirty - six years after he 
¢raduated from high school, 
John D. Lowery, Elba, enrolled 
as a freshman at Enterprise 
State Junior College summer 
quarter 1971, with ‘‘reserva- 
tions and apprehensions.’’ 

Last week he began his second 
year, having earned 51 quarter 
hours credit toward his two- 
year Associate degree witha 
grade point average of 2.76 
(4.00 is all A’s) filled with 
enthusiasm over prospects for 
the future. 

Lowery graduated from Flo- 
rala High School in 1935, and 
retired from Dorsey Trailers 
in Elba on March 1, 1972 af- 
ter 28 years as chief account- 
ant and statistician. He plans 
to earn an Associate Degree 
in business Administration at 
ESJC, transfer to Troy State U- 
hiversity and earn a four-year 
degree, then sit for the certi- 
fied Public Accountant's ex- 
amination. 

dn June 1971, Lowery attended 
the State Lion’s Convention in 
Birmingham where he met Bill 
Foreman, Public Relations Of- 
ficer for Enterprise State. He 
asked many questions about 
ESJC with the idea of enrolling 
after he retired. Foreman 
told him that he did not have 
to wait until after he retired. 
ESJC offered college level cou- 
rses in the evening, and sug- 
gested that Lowery begin his 
college career immediately. 
The following week he enrolled 
in evening division at ESJC 
and scheduled U. S. History 
and basic college math.

“L had my reservations and 
was a bit apprehensive,” Lo- 
wery Says, “when I first en- 
rolled, about attending college 
with all those young people.

The math gave 
me a little trouble. They have 
changed it quite a bit since 
1 was in high school but I did 
not have too much trouble ad- 
justing.” 

Lowery attended night clas- 
ses three quarters and took 
10 hours each quarter, After 
retiring, he changed over to 
day and completed 21 hours 
during spring quarter. 

His wife, Jimmie T. Lowery 
a retired elementary teacher 
who taught 32 years in Elba 
and Covington County, is behind 
him 100%. “I don’t feel that 
John is the type to just sit 
and twiddle his thumbs,’’ she 
Stated, “he has always wanted 
to be a CPA and I do not think 
it will be too late for him to 
attain it. He has the deter- 
mination and desire needed and 
I will certainly encourage him 
in every way possible.” 

The sixty five year old gr- 
andfather has two children. 
John, Jr., a rehabilitation cou- 
nselor for the State Employ- 
ment Service in Birmingham, 
has a bachelor’s degree anda 
master’s from the University of 
Alabama. He has a 2 1/2 
year old daughter, Alicia, and 
is pleased with his fathers de 
cision to enter college. John 
Jr., wife, Barbara, is an in-

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structor at the University Med- 
ical Center. Lowery’s daughter 
Mrs. Janice L. Klaec, lives in 
Chicago with her husband who 
teaches architecture at Chicago 
Institute of Arts and is a 
partner in a Chicago Law Firm.’ 
she has a aegree in home 
economics and is elated with 
her father’s new venture. 

“TI have taken a few home 
study correspondence courses 
in accounting and in art. I 
hope to obtain some credit on 
this when I transfer to a sen- 
ior institution. Art is my se- 
cond choice and I plan to minor 
in it. The junior college life 
has given me a new perspec- 
tive on life and opened the door 
to the life-long goals that might 
have been impossible to obtain 
if we did not have the junior 
colleges with its day'and even- 
inf courses. I have found the 
instructors at ESJC to be gen- 
erally discrett, dedicated and 
sincere in their work, and the 
standards of the college are 
generally high and strict.” 

Lowery has been secretary 
of the Elba Lions Club for the 
past 14 years. He has served 
as president of the club and 
has been Zone Chairman and 
Deputy District Governor. He

Public notices are required by law. They are not 
just permitted at the option of local officials. Every 
elected official is bound to publish prescribed paid 
notices under penalty. This is not a protection for 
newspapers. It is a protection for citizens and 
taxpayers. 


The very least a man or woman whose money goes 
to support government is entitled to is a simple, 
complete statement of what has been done with 
his dollars. 


Most dedicated officials want full public disclosure 
for citizens. A few do not. Those who do are 
honest individuals who gladly seize every 
opportunity to demonstrate their efficiency, 

honesty and good judgement.

Read public notices and continue to 
demand that they be published the best and most 
effective way possible to keep you informed — in 
your local newspaper.

For the first time since 1964, 
when student revolutionaries 
took over the Berkely Cainpus 
of the University of California,

This year has seen few ofthe 
radical protests, the violence 
and confrontations which mark- 
ed past graduation exercises-- 
demonstrations and protests 
which made a mockery of the 
entie education process. Most 
Students have rejected the ra- 
dical leadership of the past and, 
for the most part, recognize 
that destruction of buildings 
and property, that disruption 
of lectures and classes, that 
efforts to change policy through 
extortion and that anarchy in 
administration are not ways 
to protest or to influence either 
campus or national policies. 

These changes in attitude 
show up more clearly when 
compared against the reaction 
among college students to the 
President’s decisions opposing 
the North Vietnamese invasion 
of South Vietnam, In past 
years, radical student leaders 
have used the United States 
military presence in Southeast 
Asia as an excuse for all sorts 
of unwarranted abuses against 
law and order. But anti-war 
demonstrations following the 
April escalation of the air and 
sea war against North Vietnam 
were not only nearly as violent 
nor were they as extended as 
feared, and on many campuses 
there was no reaction at all. 

But this doesn’t mean that 
today’s college students don’t 
care what's happening. They 
do, but they are reacting to it 
in a different way, and that is 
what is so encouraging. To- 
day’s student has re-discovered 
that change can be made th- 
rough reason, and that colle- 
ges and universities should 
teach that the reasonable way 
to change is through the estab- 
lished system. 

Many students have turned 
to politics as an outlet for 
their campaigns. Large num- 
bers are involving themselves 
in community services by vol- 
unteering for work in hospi- 
tals, in recreation programs 
for under privileged, in re- 
habilitation programs for al- 
cholics and drug addicts and in 
programs for retarded and 
handicapped children. 

Today’s college student is 
less radical in his approach 
to education and to life. He 
is more interested in getting 
a good education and, after- 
wards, a job; he is more 
interested in community acti- 
vities and religion than in de- 
monstration and protest. 

Alabama has been pleased 
through these years of physi- 
cal and moral destruction on 
college campuses elsewhere, 
because, for the most part, 
our students have recognized 
that despite some weakness, we 

live in a nation whose values, 
institutions and processes are 
worth preserving; that cere- 
oneeapeninnsiasonirenmnnasaindssessen a 
am,

In these days when there is 
abroad in the land a tide of 
cyncism, when there are peo 
ple who attempt to desecrate 
the flag, it is time to stop and 
take a look, not only at the 
things that are wrong with Am 
erica, but with the things that 
are right 

America is not faultness 
America is not without short 
comings America has not 
yet realized the full dimen 
sions of the American dream 
But rather than despair at how 
far we have fallen short of 
the ideal, let us take hope at 
how close we have come to 
achieving it, 

I will make no partisan com- 
parisons with the past, but to 
illustrate how close we have 
come to achieving our goals, 
I would like to measure our 
progress over the quarter cen- 
tury that has elapsed since 
World War Il. Contrary to the 
picture of America painted by 


her critics, that progress is 
amazing. 
In the field of health care, 


medical science has added four 
years to the human lifespan 
The death rate of newborn bab- 
ies has dropped 44%, and the 
maternal death rate has dropped 
169, 

In the field of education, col 
lege attendance in the last 25 
years has increased from 2.1 
million to 8.4 million. If we 
measure this against popula 
tion growth, this is an increase 
of 304% The illiteracy rate 
has been reduced by nearly 
two-thirds, from 2.7% of the 
population in 1946 to 1% to 
day. 

Since 1946, the nations gross 
national product has grown from 
210.7, billion to more than a 
trillion dollars. The number 
of jobs has increased by 24.3 
million, accommodating not 
only our population growth but 
the entry of proportionately 
more women and young people 
into the work force. 

Twice as many Americans, 
nearly 40 million, own their 
own homes. Families owning 
automobiles have increased 
130%. Of homes with elec- 
tricity, 99% have at least one 
TV set, and 40% have both co 
lor and black-and-white 

In the last 25 years, the pur 
chasing power of earnings has 
increased 77% for the average 
family. Productivity has in-

creased 138%. Savings have in- 
creased seven times--from $59 
billion to $448.3 billion. 

These figures and others like 
them dramatize the fact that 
the United States is still the 
richest, strongest and freest 
nation on earth, These statis- 
tics are positive

also many problems that Am- 
erica must solve We are 
plagued with increased crime, 
drug abuse, pornography, pollu- 
tion, and inflation, among oth- 
ers But solutions to these 
problems are being found, The 


public decries that solutions 
be instituted and the whole co- 
untry responds, The situa 
tion is better now than it was 
even one year ago, and we are 
realizing positive solutions, 
firmly, fairly and realistically 
applied. 

There will be, and must be, 
a rebirth of the national spirit 
of America. We must renew 
our pledge of allegiance to Am- 
erica, We must defend Am- 
erica and not demean her, We 
will salute her flag, sing her 
anthem and honor her heritage, 
and do so with pride and with- 
out apology
